Ghosts of Red Hook 

On a snowy Sunday afternoon in late January I found 
myself perusing the New York Times obituaries in a desper- 
ate attempt to avoid shoveling my driveway 

I normally have no interest in news of the 
recently departed but one entry caught my 
eye: "Pilar Montero, 90, Bar Owner and Link to 
a Seafaring Past." And with good reason, for 
three decades earlier I had met Mrs. Montero 
when I visited Montero's Bar and Grill, which 
is in the Red Hook section of Brooklyn and has 
been since 1945. 

I'd come there because I had a mind to write 
a Studs Terkel-esque requiem for the commer- 
cial shipping life of New York City, which even 
then was decamping for the soulless container 
gantries of Newark. Interviews with a few mer- 
chant mariners had led me to conclude that the 
haunts of commercial seafarers around the city 

were fast disappearing as gentrification overtook them. The most authentic one that 
remained, I was told, was Montero's. 

It turned out to be exactly what I had envisioned a seafarer's bar should be: dark, 
brooding, lots of polished wood and ship models, and more bar than grill. In a city rife 
with atmospheric drinking establishments, this one oozed gritty authenticity. Two salts 
were bellied up, wearing the requisite turtlenecks (it was winter) and nursing the requi- 
site boilermakers (it was morning). Tough guys. Really tough. Too tough to simply walk 
up to and start asking questions. 

So instead I wandered over to the corner where Pilar Montero was keeping watch 
over her domain. At first she didn't look any friendlier, but when I introduced myself 
and explained my mission, her face blossomed with motherly warmth. For the next 
two hours she painted verbal portraits of a bygone nautical era — her bar packed with 
longshoremen and mariners from all over the world, noise and smoke at near-lethal 
levels, and periodic fights that were often sparked by misunderstandings deriving from 
the many disparate languages. I scribbled notes as fast as I could as she spun tale after 
tale until eventually I just put down my notebook and let myself be transported. "Oh, 
those were the days," she recalled. "Such fine, strong men, and such stories they told!" 

I have not yet written that elegy for New York City's maritime past, but I still have 
the notes and some day I may. And if I do, you can bet Pilar Montero will be as much 
a part of it as those hard-drinking, fist-fighting, yarn-spinning denizens of Red Hook's 
most famous maritime bar. pmy

Capt. Bill Pike Responds: 

You bring up an interesting topic. I have kept boats in Florida for many years, sometimes in brackish 
water, sometimes in salty. In neither case have I felt it necessary to run my air conditioner constantly, 
even during the summer months. I simply leave all cabinet and locker doors onboard open when I 
leave the boat for extended periods (to prevent mold and mildew) and crack the window in the head 
for ventilation. Except for one unusually humid stretch a few years back, I've yet to have any trouble 
with barnacle buildup around my sea strainers. And as for cleaning, I do that chore maybe once every 
three or four months, if that often.

Would you like to own sev- 
eral thousand pieces of the 
most famous shipwreck in 
history? Then you better take 
out a new line of credit. 

More than 5,500 items salvaged from the wreck of the RMS 
Titanic are headed for the auction block. On April 11, exactly 
one century after the ill-fated ship embarked on its first and 
last voyage, Guernsey's Auction House in New York will begin 
taking bids on an incredible collection of relics discovered and 
hauled up from the ocean floor. 

It's a winner-take-all affair, and the complete set has been 
appraised at $189 million. 

"It's one of the most significant and extraordinary collec- 
tions on the face of the earth," says Arlan Ettinger,

president of Guernsey. The 
artifacts, which were salvaged 
during seven expeditions over 
more than a decade, include fine 
china, nautical instruments, ship 
fittings, pieces of the hull, and 
hundreds of personal effects 
such as wallets, photos, perfume 
bottles, and a diamond necklace 
that spells out the name Amy. 

P.H. Nargeloet, who oversaw 
the salvage efforts, recalled poi- 
gnant moments in his submers- 
ible on the ocean floor when he 
would discover a personal item. 
"I would be thinking about the 
tragedy," he said. "You could feel 
how cold the water was." 

The Titanic was carrying 
more than 2,200 passengers 
and crew when she struck an 
iceberg about 400 miles off the 
coast of Newfoundland. More 
than 1,500 people died in one 
of the worst civilian shipwrecks 
in history. Robert Ballard dis- 
covered the wreck in 1985, and 
salvage efforts began in 1987. 

The winning bid will be 
announced on April 15, the 
100th anniversary of the ship's 
sinking. The collection comes 
with stria rules regarding the 
treatment of the artifacts: The 
winner must keep the collection 
together and make it available 
for public viewing. PMY

If a remote-controlled sub- 
marine's too pricey for your 
budget, try a submersible 
on a stick. 



For weeks, I'd been 
anticipating the arriv- 
al of an AquaLens 
(an underwater 
viewing system that 
mounts on an extendable boathook) 
from the folks at Aquabotix. While I 
have no trouble checking on the health 
of the transom zincs on my boat by simply lying prone on 
her swim platform and reaching underwater, checking the 
condition of the deeper, way-less-accessible propshaft zinc 
(as well as the prop itself) in wintertime North Florida is a 
chilly, virtually impossible task, unless you happen to own a 
wet suit and a scuba rig. So was a remote, waterproof video 
camera — a sort of miniature submarine on a stick — gonna 
be cool or what? 

After my AquaLens arrived, I wasted no time assem- 
bling its components (viewing sphere, angular adapter, 
topside box with on/off switch, and small 
LCD screen with wristband) and trying 
it out on my boat's running gear. 
The result? Because the river my 
boat calls home is an exception- 
ally dark one, with water colors 
that approximate tea — and 
indeed strong tea — I could not 
even see my prop zinc and prop, 
let alone closely examine them. 





There is some good news 
to report, however. Subsequent 
to the tryout at my marina I 
employed the AquaLens in the 
depths of a large freshwater 
spring with exceptionally clear 
water near my North Florida 
home. The result was way 
more positive. I found I could 
check the undersides of boats 
in the crystal-clear water quite 
easily, zooming in for close-up 
detail. Indeed, resolution was 
excellent. My conclusion based 
on my experiences with the 
AquaLens is simple: At $795, 
the device is pricey. It works 
nicely in clear water, but not so 
well in the dark stuff, pmy

Her expansive skylounge 
is an excellent place to take in all the incredible 
sights Lady Linda will allow her passengers to 
see. And those destinations will not be limited 
too much by skinny water, as the yacht's rea- 
sonable eight-foot draft should allow her to 
cruise nearly without pause even in the notori- 
ously shallow Bahamian waters. 

Amidships on the lower level Lady Linda 
features four en suite guest cabins. These luxu- 
rious accommodations are replete with ele- 
gant marble and granite accents and adorned 
with soft, soothing color schemes designed to

If you've always been a fan of 
Sunseeker's sleek lines and 

glamorous aura but aren't ready (yet) to pur- 
chase one of its 50-foot-plus yachts, then the 
Portofino 40 may warrant your explicit atten- 
tion. Named after the famous small, picturesque 
port town on the Italian Riviera, the boat will be, 
not surprisingly, relatively compart and built for 
play. A top speed that flirts with 40 mph thanks 
to two peppy stern drives should see to it that 
the tag "express" cruiser is by no means hyper- 
bolic. The spacious cockpit will sport convertible 
seating to enhance the area's versatility, while a 
requisite sunpad aft should be the premier spot 
to bronze yourself into oblivion. But if razor- 
edged tan lines aren't in your plans, you can also 




order the optional hardtop with its electrically 
operated, sliding, fabric roof. Down below, the 40 
will have two cabins, which will be generously 
illuminated by expansive portholes and marked 
by exceptional headroom. The central saloon 
with a galley can serve as a secondary entertain- 
ment area if the sun decides to hide behind a 
cloud. With the same standards for detail, ele- 
gance, and seakindliness as the builder's larger 
builds, this 40-footer will be a perfect entree into 
the Sunseeker brand, pmy

With her 31-foot hull, the 
Ranger Tugs 31 comes in on 

the small side of what is usually seen in our 
pages, but make no mistake, this relatively petite 
boat makes up for her diminutive size with a 
layout that utilizes every last bit of onboard 
space. Built for slow cruising on the nagged 
waters of the Pacific Northwest, the 31 offers 
an impeccable mix of seafaring capability and 
onboard livability. 

The flying bridge is one of her highlights. A 
helm with electronic controls allows for open- 
air driving — the better to view the rocky 
bluffs and piney coves that line the coast — 
and her mast complements the 31's unmis- 
takably salty air. The entire flying bridge is 
retractable, which aids in one of the 31's main 
features: her trailerability. That's right, 
if the seas get too rough or you want 
to take this little baby to an 
inland lake, just chug her 
up to the ramp and pop 
her on a trailer. Then it's a 



totally different kind of smooth sailing (down 
the highway) to wherever you'd like to go. 

Back onboard, Ranger has made good use 
of the Tug's ample foredeck by outfitting it 
with a retractable table and a benchseat, cre- 
ating a de facto cocktail deck. In the stern, the 
cockpit features wraparound seating, includ- 
ing fold-out seats in the gunwale. 

Moving indoors there is another helm 
and a full galley that has been configured 
to maximize space. A starboard-side door 
offers access from the area to the side- 
and foredecks for ease of motion. Down 
below there are two staterooms, one 
forward and one amidships, as well as 
an enclosed head. 

This sturdy little vessel is pow- 



ered by a single fuel-efficient 300-hp Volvo 
Penta D4 diesel engine. It may not have you 
skipping across the water but it will let you 
enjoy a comfortable weekend onboard while 
burning only a modest amount of fuel. And 
with a boat like this, that's really the point — 
to power along slowly, smoothly, safely, and 
efficiently enjoying the great big world around 
you.

Today, propeller makers fabricate custom 
wheels just as frequently for owners of 
"regular boats" as they do for custom builds 
and megayachts. "Day in and day out we do 
a lot of customs," says Kevin Mitchell, naval 
architect at Michigan Wheel Marine. "In the 
50-foot to 60-foot range, where the boats are 
sophisticated enough and expensive enough, 
people want to optimize the whole propul- 
sion system." 

For example, Michigan's EQY Series is a 
more sophisticated design than a traditional 
Dyna-Quad to begin with, but the company 
can take a pair of EQY wheels and further 
match them to a given boat through fine- 
tuning to optimize efficiency. 

EQYs cost a little more than off-the-shelf 
props but the results could be worth it. 
Platzer estimates they're 20 percent more 
expensive than semi-custom props and 40 
percent higher than a two-of-a-kind pair 
designed specifically for your boat. Michigan 
Wheel's Mitchell says a semicustom set 
could cost as little as five percent more if he 

PROFESSOR DIESEL 

Q: I left my marina with my 
seacocks closed— I know * 
what you are thinking — 
and, of course, after 
eight or nine minutes 
the engine alarms went 
off.

PD: You need to do some visual checks 
as well as some maintenance. Start by 



is customizing props that are already close to 
optimum for a given application, but a full- 
on custom pair could cost 50 percent more 
depending on the tooling costs. 

Of course, you need to determine if you're 
going to keep your boat long enough for the 
investment in new props to pay off in savings 
due to improved fuel economy. The numbers 
vary from boat to boat. "Time and time again 
we've gone through this analysis, and if you 
increase efficiency by two to five percent, you 
look at the economies to see if it's worth it," 
says Mitchell. 

If you don't want to buy new wheels, the 
other option is to have your current props 
custom-tuned for maximum efficiency. The 
best-known systems for doing this are the 
Hale Measurement Recording Instrument (bet- 
ter known as MRI) or Prop Scan Enhanced 
Propeller Scanner (EPS). The MRI propeller- 
recording system and equipment are available 
through Michigan Wheel, while Prop Scan 
comes from Propeller Dynamics in Australia. 
Both systems use a computer program to read 
propellers' specifics and then custom-match 
the wheels to improve efficiency and eliminate 



vibration. These processes are typically most 
effective on propellers that were built by hand. 
If your propellers were designed and built with 
computer numerical-control processes — well, 
computers do a pretty good job of getting 
things right the first time. 

In the end, whether you decide to spend 
the money on a new pair of props or have 
your wheels tuned up by computer, the invest- 
ment could be worthwhile. "A general principle 
is that for all these boats, it's worth it to go 
through the process to determine if the propul- 
sion system is reasonably optimal," advises 
Michigan Wheel's Mitchell. At the very least, it 
will make your cruising more pleasant, pmy

looking for abnormal discoloration 
or peeling of paint around your 
cylinder heads, exhaust manifolds, 
engine blocks, turbochargers, and 
mixing elbows. Check the elbows for 
cracks and damage as well. Also 
look for burned or discolored 
exhaust hoses between the 
mixing elbows and the muf- 
flers. Exhaust-gas temperatures 
under load can run 1,300°F or 
higher. If you find any abnormal- 
ities, contact your engine 
distributor or dealer and have 
them do a complete workup on 
the engine. 

If all's well visually, change your 
seawater pump impellers after 
you've removed any burned-out- 
impeller deposits from inside the 
pumps. If pieces of the old impeller 
are missing, go through the cooling 



system downstream, checking the heat 
exchanger, oil cooler, fuel cooler, inter- 
coolers, transmission coolers, etc. for 
clogs. This job is time-consuming but 
important. Manufacturers don't install 
oversize cooling components on their 
engines because doing so makes main- 
taining and equalizing operating tem- 
peratures difficult. Any little glitch can 
cause overheating. 

The next step is time-consuming, 
too. After checking and/or replacing 
both pressure caps and thermostats, 
drain and flush each cooling system and 
refill them with the antifreeze type your 
engine manufacturer suggests. Then 
change the oil and oil filters in each 
engine. An overheated cooling system 
means your oil's overheated as well.

Knowledge is Power 

Distributed electrical systems add value to 
your breaker board and make it easier to use. 




hink about the 
location of your 
boat's batter- 
ies. Now think 
about where 
your engine- 
room ventilation 
fans are. Of 
course, the distance separating them var- 
ies from boat to boat but I'll lay odds that 
in most cases they are within about 15 feet 
of each other. 

But in what could be called a "con- 
ventional" power-distribution system, 
there are usually one or two big distribu- 
tion boards somewhere in the saloon or 
wheelhouse receiving power from the 
batteries through two massively thick 
cables. Inside the distribution board the 
power flows through solid copper bus 



bars that distribute it to the circuit break- 
ers — maybe 100 or more of them. From 
each circuit breaker, thinner cables carry 
the power out to individual "consumers" 
such as lights and pumps — usually, but 
not necessarily passing through some 
kind of switch on the way. 

So getting power from the batteries 
to fans that are ten feet away may well 
involve anywhere from 60 to 100 feet of 
wire, from the battery to the breaker, from 
the breaker to the switch, and from the

switch to the blower. Multiply that situa- 
tion by the number of pumps, fans, lights, 
and motors onboard, and on a 60-foot 
boat, you could be talking about as much 
as a ton of wire. 

One way to cut down on the weight 
and power wasted in all these long cable 
runs would be to give up the extravagant 
practice of providing every piece of equip- 
ment with its own private two-wire con- 
nection to the main distribution board. 

Or you could have several smaller dis- 
tribution boards: one in the engine room, 
one in the wheelhouse, and maybe one in 
each cabin. That would eliminate the need 
for cables carrying power from the wheel- 
house to the engine room, for a start. 

With less power flowing through the 
wheelhouse distribution board, it wouldn't 
need to be supplied through such thick 
cables. And as most 12-volt system cables 
have to be oversized in order to reduce the 
voltage drop over long runs, reducing the

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length of cable used might allow the cable 
size to be reduced even more. 

Technically, decentralizing the electri- 
cal system — often known as "distributed 
power" — has a lot to recommend it. The 
big thing against it was us — boaters. We 
like to switch things on and off from the 
wheelhouse and have grown to love those 
huge, industrial-looking distribution boards. 

But there have always been some pieces 
of equipment whose demands for power 
are so heavy that we've had no choice. It 
is simply impractical to route the power 
cables for a windlass or bow thruster up to 
a distribution board in the wheelhouse, up 
to a switch on the flying bridge, and then 
back down to the foredeck or to a space 
under the forward cabin. Instead, these 
high-power users usually do have their 
own completely separate power supplies, 
with individual circuit breakers and contac- 
tors (remote-controlled switches) mounted 
on or close to the equipment itself. What 
appears to be a switch in the wheelhouse 
or flying bridge is really a hard-wired 
remote control. 

Of course, there's no reason why the 
remote-control principle shouldn't apply to 
a circuit breaker: There's no real reason to 
have all the circuit breakers in the wheel- 
house when you could have some in the 
forward cabin, some in the galley, and some 
in the engine room, all remotely controlled 
from the wheelhouse — except that until 
a few years ago there wouldn't have been 
much point. It would probably have added 
more weight and complexity than it could 
save. 

But then a handful of companies started 
developing solid-state circuit breakers that 
could be remotely controlled by a comput- 
er, with control signals sent through a com- 
munications network such as NMEA 2000. 
Systems such as OctoPlex, CZone, Capi2, 
and others combine the technical efficiency 
of a distributed power system with the con- 
venience of centralized control. 

The funny thing is that the communica- 
tions side of such a system can do much 
more than just switch circuit breakers on 



and off. So for many people, the original 
purpose of a distributed power system — 
saving weight, wire, and waste — is now 
secondary to its other benefits. "We esti- 
mate a weight reduction of cabling between 
30 and 50 percent," says Tijmen Harberink, 
operational manager of Capi2. 

But Paul Holland, managing director of 
Energy Solutions, told me that for his com- 
pany, weight savings is less important than 
the control and monitoring opportunities 
it offers. "I would regard the technology as 
being an assistant to saving weight when 
absolutely necessary" he says. The big 
control enhancement is that the captain 
doesn't have to remember which circuit 
breakers to switch on or off to adapt his 
boat's systems to different situations. 

Most distributed electrical systems 
include a central control unit that can be 
programmed to switch on the right break- 
ers for each of several standard operating 
modes such as "underway," "anchored," or 
"marina." Some also allow for automatic 
load-shedding, so that if the battery charge 
starts to drop uncomfortably low, the sys- 
tem will automatically conserve power by 
switching off the least important services. 

Another neat feature — part of the 
enhanced monitoring — is that electrical 
information can be displayed alongside 
information from completely different sen- 
sors. You might, for instance, have gauges 
showing the levels in your gray-water and 
black-water tanks displayed on the same 
touchscreen as the breakers that control the 
supplies to the pumps; some systems take 
this a step further and incorporate an auto- 
matic shut-down function to cut the power 
to the shower pumps when the gray-waste 
tank is full. 

"Monitoring" merges into diagnostics. 
In a conventional system, you may know 
when too much current is flowing in a 
particular circuit because you can see that 
its breaker has tripped. But a digital distri- 
bution board can also tell you when a piece 
of equipment is drawing less power than it 
should — perhaps indicating that a motor 
isn't actually running even though it has

been aimed on. 

And then there's the cosmetic angle — the 
range of options open to designers who can 
choose anything from a tucked-away control 
panel the size of a small chart plotter to an 
imposing Star Wars console replete with gaug- 
es, colored lights, and animated schematics. 
It's even possible to dispense with the dedi- 
cated electrical panel altogether and control 
and monitor your electrical system on your 
multifunction display or even on your 
smartphone. PMY

ith mounting frustration, 
Pasquale Didonato eased his 48-foot Sea Ray Sedan Bridge out of the C&D 
canal toward the northern end of the Chesapeake Bay. It was well after dark, 
and a raster-scan radar screen gave his countenance a spooky glow as he leaned 
to the right in a half-crouch to check his lineup on an upcoming set of buoys. 
"Maybe 1 oughta sell this boat," he grumbled as he fiddled with the push but- 
tons. An argument he'd been having with himself for months emerged yet again 
at the back of his mind. 

Oh yeah, his 2002 Sea Ray was a great boat. She was easy to handle dock- 
side, particularly for a midranger; her open-water performance was sweet; and 
she was roomy and comfortable inside, qualities his wife, kids, and grandkids 
especially enjoyed. But then there was the boat's helm design — Didonato 
hated it. And he especially hated the placement of the radar monitor on a small 
molded-fiberglass electronics flat, way off to starboard of the wheel. Eveiy time 
he needed to check a target or fine-tune a control he had to rise from the helm 
chair, lean over uncomfortably, and stare into the screen's glow, all moves that 
invariably took his eyes off the water ahead, broke the continuity of his naviga- 
tional attention, and momentarily nixed his night vision. 

"But does it make sense? Getting rid of a boat just because you don't like the 
helm?" he wondered for what seemed like the thousandth time. 

As luck would have it, the issue resolved itself a few days later. Didonato 
was driving his Mercedes along a busy highway near his Maryland home and 
simultaneously trying to program his car's GPS unit, mounted well to the right 
of the steering wheel. The exercise, although decidedly land-based, seemed to be 
producing the same level of frustration he was experiencing afloat. In fact, at one

point he was alarmed when he found himself tailgating another vehicle due to the 
programming distraction. An aha moment ensued. Didonato resolved to check out 
an increasingly popular service a friend had recently told him about: helm redesign. 

The history of the concept's a short one. Approximately a decade ago the ongoing 
evolution of marine electronics took one heck of a leap forward. Thanks to super-fast 
microprocessors and advancements in CANbus technology multifunction plotters 
with large LCD screens and networked-display capabilities began invading the mar- 
ketplace, complete with sharper imagery and vibrant colors. Enthralled, boat owners 
concomitantly began pressuring electronics shops and boatyards to find ways to 
upgrade their older helms with these products. 

Good of American know-how characterized the response. By synching up with 
talented designers, computer programmers, and custom fiberglass fabricators, the 
electronics guys found they could modify older helms both stylistically and structur- 
ally and then install brand-new electronics packages in them, often with umbilically 
connected remote keyboards and other convenient niceties. 

Didonato got busy. He stopped by a marine electronics shop he knew was solid — 
Mid-Shore Electronics of Ocean City, Maryland — and explained to a salesperson 
exactly what he was looking for in a new helm. In a day or so, Mid-Shore came back 
with what proved to be an acceptable cost estimate as well as a schedule of events for 
the next few weeks. 

The first step was going to be comparitively simple — the Sea Ray would be 
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moved to a slip at Mid-Shore's waterfront facility. Next, with the company's 
help, Didonato would choose a new electronics suite that would fit both his 
preferences and his budget. Then after checking out a variety of layouts by 
superimposing paper templates of new electronics products over the old helm 
(see above) and leavening the result with input from a custom fiberglass guy, 
a CAD (Computer-Aided Design) expert, and Didonato himself; Mid-Shore 
would produce structural and electrical drawings that would be used to take 
the project to fruition. 

Things went smoothly. Because Mid-Shore sells used equipment and parts 
as well as brand-new electronics, the shop was able to cut Didonato's costs 
slightly by adding his old-but-still-working electronics to its second-hand 
inventoiy after removal. The fiberglass work that came next took two weeks to 
complete and entailed filling in existing cutouts (for the old plotter, radar, auto- 
pilot, multifunction gauge, VHF, and air-conditioning vents, as well as engine 
and other instrumentation); transforming an old, two-tiered dashboard into a 
large, aesthetically pleasing electronics flat; and finishing off the new structure 
with a perfectly matched finish. 

Installing the new electronics package itself, which included a Furuno 
NavNet system with radar and interfaced autopilot, an Icom VHF, and a CD 
player/tuner/multimedia Clarion marine stereo, took two Mid-Shore techs 
roughly 45 hours. Electronics hookups these days are complicated — dealing 



with new equipment and special components that 
adapt older wiring to new is not typically a DIY enter- 
prise. And the final cost of $32,000 for the redesign 
(approximately $7,000 for fiberglass work and materi- 
als with the rest going to new electronics, electronics 
installation, sea trial, and customer tutorial) was well 
within the original estimate. 

"I love what they did with my boat — it's delight- 
ful," enthuses Didonato today. "Now I can sit in my 
helm chair, simply glance down at the big LCD right in 
front of my eyes, make radar, course, and other adjust- 
ments as needed with the keyboard in my lap, and 
never have to really take my eyes off the road." 

"And what's more," he adds with the warmth of a 
guy who loves everything about his boat now, "the job 
looks like a million bucks . . . like my helm came out of 
the plant just the way it is right now." pmy

wo things come together 



around Jim Akins: tunes and technology. The 57-year-old 
Regal owner was an early adopter of the iPod, and it's the 
technological halo of that Apple-brand item that led him 
to his boat's stereo system. 

Akins' Regal 35 Sport Coupe had a Fusion system 
as part of its original equipment, and he and his family 
use it more often than not. The Fusion MS-AV600 is a 
marine AM/FM/CD/DVD player with a Sirius Satellite 
Radio receiver, and on Akins' boat it's hooked up to two 
flatscreen TVs as well as six six-inch, two-way speakers. 

"It's just so user-friendly I can tell exactly which but-

tons I need to hit to get to where I want to," Akins says. "I can hook 
up the iPod automatically — basically it just goes on — and it's the 
same with putting in a movie." He doesn't want to fiddle with his ste- 
reo while he's onboard with his friends, sons, and dog. 

Fusion designed the head unit and large, simple-to-understand 
controls specifically for boaters. "One of the things I like about it is the 
big display. It's very easy to read, even from a distance," Akins says. 
"I wear reading glasses, and I don't even use them if I want to glance 
over to see what station or even what time it is." 

The Fusion's functionality also meets Akins' needs, as zone-by- 
zone control lets him dial in the volume separately in three onboard 
locations. "We like to anchor right off the beach area in Clearwater 
[Florida]," Akins says. "And of course it gets very warm in the Gulf 
so we're just kind of standing in the water. But we want to hear the 
music. We usually turn off the downstairs speakers and just use the 
cockpit-area speakers. Once in a while we leave the dog downstairs, so 
I definitely don't want it blasting at him or anything like that." 

A true technophile, Akins is already looking to the future, and 
for him that is the new Fusion 700 series, which became available 
in March, after presstime, and is designed to optimize the 600 series 
functionality. For starters, it will have a daylight-viewable, thin film 
transistor (TFT) color display. "It's a pretty dramatic difference in terms

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of presentation," says Todd Crocker, sales manager of Fusion Electronics USA. 
"We're streaming the cover art." 

Beyond the look of the unit, the biggest shifts in the 700 series are how 
much additional control it gives the user and how it connects to everything else. 
While Akins likes the zone control on his 600 series, Fusion added a zone to the 
new version — now it offers four separate control areas. The 700 series goes one 
better by letting the user customize the names of the zones within the system. 
"Most users want the cockpit and flying-bridge music to play about twice as 
loud as they want in the saloon — it's just a function of bringing the audio to 
the outdoor space," Crocker says. "We let you maintain that linear difference 
when you raise or lower the volume." What he means by "linear" is that you 
can control the sound in all four areas and keep the proportion of loudness the 
same with the touch of a finger. 

The integrated control of the system won't stop there thanks to Fusion- 
Link, a software platform that will allow the system to work seamlessly with 
a multifunction helm display. "The operator is going to be able to go to that 
multifunction device and take full control of the stereo and do anything he can 
do on the head unit," Crocker says. As users of button-deprived smartphones 
and tablets will attest, touchscreen devices lend their inaiitive functionality to 
sliding through album covers, selecting tracks, and shaping the music acousti- 
cally. Fusion isn't saying which marine-electronics manufacturers are developing 
helm devices to connect to the stereo, but development kits have been released 
to all of them, and he says three have signed on. 

Fusion is also anticipating that its system will become part of a greater 
constellation of helm devices, so the 700 series is the first NMEA 2000-certi- 
fied audio product, according to Crocker. "Our control head unit can link to 
an existing NMEA 2000 backbone, or you could actually begin the creation of 
a backbone, and we can then export data along the NMEA 2000 pipe to our 
remote control," he explains. "So now our remote becomes an NMEA 2000 
data repeater as well as a link to the head unit." The user can set the Fusion 
remote to show any network data available on the boat's helm system, from 
tank levels to anchor-dragging alarms. 




The Fusion 700 series needs to be plugged into 
a router. But system designers didn't get ahead of 
themselves and try to deliver the Internet through 
the stereo system. Instead, that router will create 
a wireless local area network (LAN) on the boat 
that in conjunction with an app available for iPad, 
iPod Touch, iPhone, and Droid devices, turns 
touchscreen mobile devices into remote controls 
and lets any app user control the system from a 
device they already know how to work. 

It all sounds good to Jim Akins. "My sons 
are into that bass sound — they probably would 
have wanted a subwoofer. But we opted to use 
the money toward satellite radio instead," he 
says. Maybe Akins' next upgrade will bring that 
pounding beat. At least his dog won't have to 
hear it. pmy

he Scots, as it 



turns out, have a knack for innovation. 
After all, what would a Sunday morning 
be without golf? Or a Friday evening 
cocktail party without whisky (no "e"). 
And where would the world be without 
Dolly, the world's first cloned sheep? 
Scotch inventions all. In fact, arguably 
the most important discovery of the 20th 
century was made by a Scotsman, Sir 
Alexander Fleming, when he stumbled 
across the mold that would become 
known as penicillin. Into that illustrious 
mix, comes a new contender from the 
blustery Highlands, one that is alleged to 
cure hull blistering, an ailment potentially 
no less dire to your boat's health than 
any penicillin-treatable ailment would be 
to your own. 

Hull blistering is a fairly common 
sight in boatyards and, as its name 
implies, consists of small, unsightly 
bumps on the boat's hull below the 
waterline. Blistering can adversely affect a 
boat's fuel efficiency, speed, strength, aes- 



thetics, insurability, and in some cases, safety. The phenomenon 
occurs because of a nasty little chemical compound called poly- 
propylene glycol, which is a high-molecular-weight alcohol that 
acts as a "water scavenger," sopping up excess water in polyester 
resin during the laminate's curing process. However problems 
occur because that glycol has nowhere to go after the hull is 
cured and when the boat has already been launched. 

When a boat sits in water, osmosis naturally occurs. You 
remember osmosis from your tenth-grade biology class I'm sure. 
But if you need a refresher, it can be defined as the tendency of 
a solvent to pass through a semipermeable membrane in order 
to achieve stasis, which is the balance between both sides of 
the membrane. In a boat's case, the solvent is sea water and the 
semipermeable membrane is your gelcoat. Yes, that's right: All 
gelcoats are essentially plastic and thus to some extent perme- 
able. Once the water infiltrates the gelcoat via osmosis, it is 
slurped up by those thirsty glycols. This process in turn creates 
hydraulic pressure that forces the gelcoat outward, and uoila 
you've got yourself a hull blister. 

Historically speaking, there wasn't much you could do once 
your boat started developing blisters. The common "cure" was 
to take her out of the water, scrape away the gelcoat, grind out 
the offending blisters, and let the fiberglass air-dry. It was, and 
by some accounts remains, a cross-your-fingers situation. If in 
fact the hull did dry out to acceptable levels as registered by a 
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The Hotvac, replete with its silicone-rubber electric blanket, uses a combination of heat and vacuum.

moisture reader — commonly put at about five to 
six percent moisture — the blisters would be filled 
with an epoxy and the gelcoat reapplied. But 
oftentimes it didn't work that way, and the boat 
owner was up the creek without a paddle, not to 
mention a damaged boat. 

Enter those resourceful Scots. In 1995, engineer 
and ship surveyor Terry Davey decided he had 
seen enough hull blisters in his line of work to

last a lifetime. So he decided to do something about it. The result was Hotvac, 
a system designed to quickly and effectively dry out a wet hull for good. The 
components are fairly simple: a silicone-rubber electric blanket, sealing tape, 
and a vacuum machine. Once the gelcoat has been peeled off by a technician, 
the blanket is placed over the affected area like a patch and then sealed to the 
hull with tape. Then the vacuum, which is connected to the blanket via hoses, 
is cranked up until the atmosphere beneath the blanket is five millibars abso- 
lute, which is almost a complete vacuum. The blanket is then heated. Because 
glycol is an alcohol, it normally has an extremely high boiling point — 392°F — a 
temperature that would severely damage a boat's laminate. However, since 
the area is under a vacuum, the boiling point of any glycol under the blanket 
decreases drastically, down to about 190°F, which is safe for the laminate. Once 
they reach this temperature, the glycols evaporate and are sucked out through 
the tubes. When the process is finished, the blanket is removed, the blistered 
areas are coated with thickened epoxy and regelcoated, and the boat is good as 
new. It's a great invention in theory. But does it actually work? 

To find out the answer to this question, I interviewed Chris Bubin of 
Anchors Away Boatyard in Hampstead, North Carolina, and Arthur Swygert 
of Ross Marine in Johns Island, South Carolina, both of whom have used the 
Hotvac system extensively. 

Both men agree that Hotvac does in fact work. Bubin has had his machine 
for about eight years and completed dozens of jobs with it. "It works great," he 
says. "We've never seen any Hotvaced boats come back for blistering after we 
used the process." But he does admit that it works more quickly on some boats 
than it does on others. "We did one racing boat that had a lot of carbon fiber 
in it and a foam-cored hull. It was wet to the core," Bubin says. He told me that 
job took longer than the two to four weeks it usually takes to complete the 
process, but that no boat has ever taken more than six weeks. This is opposed 
to the four to six months (or even more) a boat can take to air-dry. 

For his part, Swygert also likes Hotvac, though he doesn't always recom- 
mend it. "I only tell people they need Hotvac if their hull pegs my moisture 
reader, otherwise it may be more cost-effective to air-dry" he says. "But even if 
the reader does peg, Hotvac can still get the moisture readings down to about 
two or three percent. Which is pretty dry. So yeah, it works." 

He raises an all important concern however: cost. Drying out and repairing a 
blistered hull ain't cheap. Prices vary depending on the size of your boat, but all 
in — including labor — jobs typically ran about $14,000 to $16,000 — compared 
to the roughly $10,000 it costs to air-dry and repair a boat. And so the choice, as 
it so often does, becomes a personal one. Spend around $15,000 to have a totally 
dry boat in about a month, or spend ten grand and have your boat out of com- 
mission for five months with no way of knowing if her hull will actually be Hilly 
dry. Now if you're possessed of proverbial Scottish frugality, you may go the air- 
dry route, but otherwise, Hotvac seems to be worth a look, pmy

hey launch with a splash. After years of planning and construction, the 
christening of a megayacht can explode through yachting publications 
not unlike the explosion of champagne across the bow. The owners 
extend the passerelle leading to their new vessel and welcome journalists 
into their escape. 

But sometimes even owners of history-making yachts prefer to keep 
their hideaway hidden away. And it was not that Delta's 240-foot Laurel 
went unnoticed when she first launched in 2006. At the time, she was 
the largest yacht to have been built in the United States since the 1930s 
and she debuted at No. 7 on PMYs list of America's Largest Yachts and 
No. 46 on PMYs World's 100 Largest Yachts. 

Though she's since been unseated as the largest U.S. build by 
Cakewalk, her steel hull and composite superstructure remain unique. 
Washington State-based Delta Marine specializes in composite mega- 
yachts and crafted this superstructure mainly to save weight. When com- 
bined with a durable steel hull, Laurel became the long-distance cruising 
yacht her owners had envisioned. 

Over the ensuing five years, Laurel has covered more than 115,000 
NM and collected nearly as many stories from her travels. And although 
she no longer has that new-yacht smell, careful maintenance combined 
with her linear and ageless design mean she doesn't look a bit older than 
the day she launched. 

Laurel was moored stern-to at last year's Fort Lauderdale boat show, 
and I was able to to dash aboard during a brief lapse in the rain that 
plagued the event. After climbing the protected stairs from the swim 
platform to the main deck, Capt. David Clarke, who would be my tour 
guide, pointed to some overhead panels. Located here and over the 
bridge deck's aft dining table, these nondescript white squares cover

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heating panels that allowed the owners to get extra use of the yacht's 
exterior spaces during cruises in Maine, Alaska, and Patagonia. 

From the main saloon throughout the accommodations deck, 
Laurel features an interior that doesn't lack for luxury yet won't com- 
pete with any landscapes. The luxury here is like a bespoke suit: It 
doesn't require labels to prove its quality. Comfortable tan seats in the 
main saloon look welcoming, and a table in the discrete formal dining 
area a few steps away required one craftsman two years to build. 

While standing in the dining room beneath fiber-optic constella- 
tions, the captain opened cupboards and drawers. "Things can only be 
found in two places," he said, "where it's stored and where it's being 
used." A soft-spoken and detail-oriented man, he clearly loves this 
boat. He spoke of the drawers of carefully stacked napkin rings with 



the same pride as the day head's alchemy sink, which means they are 
lined with 18-karat gold. 

Compared with other 240-foot yachts, the master suite is farther 
aft. Clarke explained that the location provides a more comfortable 
ride, eliminates noise from deck operations such as the raising of the 
anchor, and provides more room for the crew. Doors to starboard and 
port lead to sheltered side-deck seating areas. Private and featuring 
more of those overhead heating panels, the balcony is also accessible 
from an aft door so that the crew can work unseen. 

And that's not just in the owner's cabin. Throughout the guest 
spaces, crew have access from multiple points. On the accommoda- 
tions deck, the four en suite VIP cabins — which feaaire identical 
queen beds and are identified by the wood ornamentation on their

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doors — are accessible via either end of the passageway. 

Forward there are two flexible-use rooms, both featuring Pullman 
berths and en suite baths. To starboard is first a wicker-lined cabin 
with two twin beds for children or staff, and beyond that, a cabin that 
can convert into a massage room. 

The main spiral staircase from the cabins to the bridge deck wrap 
around a custom glass scene depicting the ocean from its floor to the 
surface: The seaweed gives way to fish and then turtles, and finally 
dolphins, which play in the sunlight shining through the skylights. 

On the bridge deck nothing is as it appears. The leather-walled 
library with its rich oil paintings, is also a soundproof cinema where 
the art hides the TV screens. In the skylounge a painting of a cow bal- 
ances another retractable one depicting wheat, which covers the TV, 
and the coffee table stores the games and remotes. 

The captain next led me to the rain-soaked sundeck, which fea- 
tures an aft-facing Jacuzzi flanked by an outdoor shower and a multi- 
tier fresh herb garden for the chef. The large open space we stood on 
had again been designed for multiple uses: sunbathing, rescue-tender 
stowage, and a touch-and-go helipad that can accommodate a 6,000- 
pound chopper. A spigot at the base of the shower helped explain 



how Laurel's dark blue Awlgrip hull paint has maintained its sheen 
since her launch: Increased water-heater capacity allows both cold 
and hot water to be available for the exterior washdown. 

Actually "sundeck" might be a misnomer for this space as there are 
plenty of interior spaces too, including a guest gym and an observa- 
tion room that is raised six inches so guests can see over the bulwarks. 
Just outside though a second helm pops up for when "the owner 
wants to put on a show," the captain said. 

The main helm is a deck below and fitted out to Clarke's preferenc- 
es, a perk of being the build captain. The two-stage setup has plenty 
of space for navigation planning and supports a leaning post that can 
convert into a seat. To ensure both security and service, there are 32 
cameras onboard, allowing the interior crew to provide "service from 
afar," as the captain described it, and zoom in enough to tell if a guest 
needs a wineglass refilled without interaipting conversation. 

From the foredeck, we entered into the crew space. The lower- 
deck galley serves the large mess via a dumbwaiter, and built-in 
chafing dishes keep food warm (and stowed in rough seas). Port-side 
stairs leading down to the tank deck stop at a waterline exterior door 
for taking on supplies or taking off trash, which has its own dedicated

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room on the lower deck. Even after five years and at 
least 115,000 miles, there was no odor. 

In addition to that dedicated garbage-sorting room 
(with space to separate the types of recyclables and a 
glass crusher), the tank deck also has the requisite liquor 
room, galley, walk-in refrigerators, freezers, and a spa- 
cious and well-organized laundry room. In the forepeak, 
the crew gym has space for each crewmember to get a 
locker, a rare amenity. 

And the crew luxuries don't go unnoticed. Many of 
the crew of 25 — from the captain and chief engineer 
to the steward in charge of laundry — have spent years 
onboard. Three engineers watch over the spacious 
engine room, which is just forward of the tender garage, 
which has a starboard-side launch hatch. Not only is 
there enough room for two to walk abreast between the 
engines but there are also standalone workbenches and 
tool chests, which contain some of the $700,000 worth 
of spare parts that are organized as carefully as the din- 
ing room's napkin rings. 

From the pristine guest spaces to the immaculate 
engine room, Laurel might be older and wiser than her 
recently launched counterparts, but you certainly couldn't 
tell by looking at her. pmy

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he view from the air 
was pretty unequivo- 
cal: billows of clouds 
borne on north- 
erly winds, cascading 
down snow-covered mountains 
towards the ocean. Offshore, ships 
battled against the icy gale, burying 
their bows in huge seas and raising 
sheets of spray. 

To me, it really didn't look like 
boating weather. As our British 
Airways jet wheeled around on 
its final approach though, I could 
see that conditions inshore looked 
more civilized. It was an offshore 
wind, after all; the water close to the 
shoreline was patterned with lively 
cat's-paws but still seemed pretty 
flat — it might be okay. Meanwhile, 
our game little Airbus was being not 
so much buffeted by the wind as 
swatted. It took the flight crew two 
attempts to get it on the ground. 

After that, amidst freezing blasts 
of wind whipping across a deserted 
marina the next day the ice-slick 
deck of the MCY 65 seemed like 
a comfortable place to be. Monte 
Carlo Yachts' new baby was intro- 
duced last fall at Cannes, and this 
first example, with its custom blue 
paint job, had cruised right around 
Italy from the Monfalcone shipyard 
in the middle of winter to catch a 
ship to China. Sharing a distinctive 
profile with her bigger sister (see 
"Avant Garde," January 2011), the 
65's Portuguese bridge is probably 
unique among nontrawler yachts in 
this size range, and with deep bul- 
warks it has unusually secure decks. 

Daring to be different is a fea- 
ture of this yard. Part of the giant 
Beneteau boatbuilding combine, 
MCY is run as an autonomous oper- 
ation in Italy and takes great pride 
in its technology. Resin infusion is 
not such a rarity as it once was, and 
it is probably no surprise that the

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optional hardtop is made of carbon. But the modular assembly meth- 
ods employed at Monte Carlo Yachts — where interiors are built in their 
own tray moldings before being lowered into the hull and bonded in 
place with tolerances as low as five millimeters — represent the kind of 
manufacturing precision not often seen in production boatbuilding. The 
resultant monocoque stiffening of the structure takes up a lot less space 
than conventional frames and stringers and adds useful, usable volume 
to the hull. So the 65 is noteworthy for its generous headroom below 
decks and for the amount of stowage space built in, taking advantage

of the available width and depth. You can see this in all the cabins but 
particularly in the unusually spacious guest twin, as well as in the 65's 
businesslike engine room, which feels much more roomy than any 
65-footer's has a right to be. 

Modular construction is also quicker and cheaper than traditional 
boatbuilding methods. This has allowed the shipyard to look hard at 
the standard specifications. True, this list lacks any serious entertain- 
ment equipment but, remarkably, it does include a fully fitted and very 
comfortable-looking twin-berth crew en suite. 

Nuvolari-Lenard takes care of styl- 
ing and interior layouts for Monte Carlo 
g/^^ f Yachts, and it too is quite happy to do 
things a little differently. The galley-aft 
layout of the 65 works especially well. With 
the aft doors hinged open and no step sep- 
arating the interior and exterior spaces, the 
dining area and cockpit seating form the 
base of a sociable triangle with the galley at 
its apex. The raised seating area amidships, 
meanwhile, serves as a separate, secluded 
saloon that can offer a touch of welcome 
privacy when moored stern to the quay. 

The 65's flying bridge extends across 
virtually the full beam and provides a wide 
expanse of relaxation space that can be 
sheltered by the optional T-top, with its 
sliding fabric sunroof. The barbecue area 
has been placed right aft, which is a sensi- 
ble use of space. However, if I were the chef 
I would definitely want higher guardrails 
here, especially when using a glass of wine 
as a cooking aid. The forward sunbath- 
ing area is easy and safe to access thanks 
to that Portuguese bridge, and as on the 
MCY 76 the foredeck working area is 
recessed into the deck, to improve security 
during mooring and anchoring operations. 
Stowage has not been forgotten out here 
either — there are big, useful lockers both 
forward and on the flying bridge. 

Monte Carlo Yachts offers three levels of 
interior decor, ranging from "standard" — 
which looks pretty nice — to the "extra 
luxe" finish on this boat, which calls in 
expensive designer fabrics, excellent, tactile 
detailing, and acres and acres of elegant 
leather. It's all beautifully executed and 
extremely plush, but if you have your own 
ideas for the interior, the shipyard will be 
happy to introduce you to the designers 
at Nuvolari-Lenard and produce a custom 
scheme just for you. 

Our 65 was fitted with the standard

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twin 1,000-hp MAN diesels — there are another 400 horses available 
if you wish — and as we wrapped up in gloves, hats, and scarves and 
headed out of the marina, the two big V8s were barely audible. My 
aerial impressions of the previous day proved correct: inshore, although 
it was blowing hard and bloody freezing, the water was flat enough 
to get our performance trials in. At this point the crew confided that 
the boat was stopping off at the Hainan (China) Rendezvous before 
being delivered to her owner in April and was therefore carrying some 
brochures — about a ton of them. So although the fuel and water tanks 
were relatively light, at full cruising displacement we nevertheless man- 
aged a two-way top speed of just under 29 knots — slightly shy of the 
shipyard figure. Acceleration was also a bit on the slow side by current 
standards, at around 24 seconds to 20 knots, but that is hardly an issue 
on a cruising boat. She climbed happily onto the plane with no fuss 



once the secondary turbos kicked in and handled with verve and pre- 
cision, barring the odd bit of spray which came aboard — to no one's 
surprise in these conditions. As we headed farther offshore to find 
some lumpier water, the 65 showed herself to be comfortably poised 
and capable of relaxed and remarkably quiet cruising throughout a 
good range of planing speeds. 

Overhead, a 737 coming in low on its final approach was being 
buffeted by icy blasts eddying off the mountains. My stomach gave an 
involuntary lurch. My flight back was in a couple of hours — but to me, 
it really didn't look like flying weather, pmy

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zimut marked the 
150th anniversary 
of Italian unifica- 
tion last year by 
..relaunching one of 
its most popular and successful 
models. Newly dubbed the Italia 
in honor of the occasion, the 62S 
reminded us that she blew our 
socks off when we tested her in her 
original guise six years ago. She had 
everything — looks, performance, 
comfort, and innovation. In fact, she 
seemed to us to be pretty near per- 
fect. About the only thing we didn't 
like was the instrument layout. So 
for Azimut to launch a "new and 
improved" version is either a very 
brave or a very foolhardy move. 

Either way, doing so is a sign of 
the tricky trading conditions under 
which all boatbuilders are laboring 
at the moment. The market craves 
novelty, yet the design and manufac- 
ture of totally new models requires 
massive investment. The "mid-life 
update" has to be the way to go — 
even if effecting obvious improve- 
ments to boats as successful as this 
one can be a tough task. 

First things first — the instru- 
ment layout is much better. Those 
impressive but impractical long 
rows of dials and switches have 
been replaced by more ergonomi- 
cally sensible groupings, and the 
bench alongside the helm seat has 
morphed into a single, comfortable 
navigator's chair. Full marks so far. 

What else? One feaaire of the 
original 62S that really made an 
impression was the lower saloon 
area, opposite the galley, with its big 
sofa and TV. Of course it took up 
the space of an entire cabin but the 
area worked so well that we gave it 
a resounding thumbs-up in our 2006 
test report. Since then, wiser heads 
in the Azimut design department 
have clearly prevailed because this

space is now put Co much more sensible use as a two-berth guest en 
suite, which might lack a little in stowage volume but nevertheless has 
two Hill-size beds and 6'5" headroom. 

The VIP suite in the bow, which features generous hull windows 
and those innovative scissor berths that have since been so widely cop- 
ied, has not been changed in any fundamental way and the full-beam 
master suite, with its huge offset berth, roomy shower and heads, and 
excellent breakfast dinette, was always a superb example of its type. 
The Italia's interior decor has been slightly muted, although its stripey 
zebrano veneers, pale leathers, and stainless-steel trim still exude great 
confidence. Up in the saloon the versatile table — folding and electrically

operated — can be made to fit the bill whether you're sitting down to 
morning coffee or a three-course dinner. 

There are small but significant changes outside, too. The two-berth 
crew cabin in the stern is now standard, in place of the small tender 
garage. The cockpit table can be lowered to seat level to form a large 
sunpad, and there are now two sets of steps up from the hydraulic aft 
platform. A new bimini emerges from the superstructure overhang on 
hinged brackets, and the sliding hardtop sunroof — now hydraulic and 
silent — features curved and UV-filtered glass panels. 

So the Italia can lay claim to quite a long list of changes and 
improvements, but of course it's not just the boatbuilders who have 
been busy in the years since the original 
62S was launched. Caterpillar's six-cylinder 
C18 ACERT is now pleasure-rated at 1,150 
horsepower, which means 135 horsepower 
^^^^k more per side. Coupled to smaller-diam- 

^^^^^ eter, bigger-pitch, five-blade props this 

increase in power has allowed Azimut 
to claim an additional three knots of top 
speed, and while that proved to be slightly 
optimistic (we got two), it's the way the 
62S gets there that really impresses. From 
a standing start to 20 knots (23 mph) in 11 
seconds would be startling enough for a 
cruising boat of this size, but it's what hap- 
pens next that really spills the drinks — no 
sooner has 20 knots gone past on the log 
than 30 comes up just three seconds later. 
Maximum speed of 36.2 knots (41.6 mph) 
is attained in just half a minute. 

We were fortunate to have some proper 
seas in which to road-test this revitalized 
rocket ship, with swells of up to five feet 
rolling in towards Savona left over from the 
previous day's half-gale. This made what 
would certainly have been a fun sea trial 
into a positively exhilarating experience, 
and the Italia's tried-and-tested hull, with 
its 24-degree midships deadrise and excel- 
lent balance, was in its element. We tried 
but we couldn't trip it up. 

Back in port after a rewarding session 
of high-speed runs, plus a certain amount 
of irresponsible wave jumping, we were 
given a demonstration by Azimut's crew of 
the company's new Visio docking system, 
developed by the yard in partnership with 
video-software specialists. It uses three 
video cameras to provide a real-time pic- 
ture of the stern, the quay, and both sides 
of the boat, with graphical overlays to help 
the helmsman judge the distances. Used in

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conjunction with sensible seamanship — because it's obviously not a 
safe substitute for the Mark 1 Eyeball — it could nevertheless be a boon 
for short-handed family crews and solo skippers. 

It's not just a cool option but a reminder of the importance of inno- 
vation to this shipyard. Never has standing still been a less sensible 
strategy. If you'd asked me six years ago for my thoughts on improving 
the 62S I'd have given you a very short list, but Azimut has shown 
what can be done if you put your mind to it. A series of changes and 
improvements to the 62S — some drastic and some seemingly trivial — 
come together to make the Italia a fundamentally different boat from 
her predecessor. Personally, I miss that lower saloon, but in these strait- 
ened times it was probably felt to be an extravagance. In doing away 
with it Azimut has effectively turned a two-cabin sports weekender 
into a much more versatile three-cabin, three-head family cruising 
machine — and one with some serious sporting credentials. Mid-life 
update? Upgrade, more like it — from business to first, pmy

Coming up with this 
test report on Carver 
Yachts' 44 Sojourn 
required two separate 
wringouts. I did the 
first on Georgia's Lake Lanier last 
year, using a model fielded by Carver 
dealer Singleton Marine Group and 
outfitted with twin 400-hp Volvo 
Penta IPS550Gs, the only gasoline- 
powered pod propulsion package 
Volvo was selling at the time. The 
33.7-tnph top hop I recorded was 
sporty, and sound levels at the helm 
were serene (80 dB-A at full throttle), 
but largely due to the boat's gasoline 
engines, dockside handling with the 
joystick was a tad less satisfying 
than I'd counted on. "She's fine," I 
told Singleton's Darren Mathews as 
I backed into a slip at day's end. "But 
diesels would pack more maneuver- 
ing wallop, I'd say. Guess it's as tough 
pulling low-end torque out of gas- 
powered pods as it is out of conven- 
tional gas-powered inboards." 

My second wringout took place 
more recently, not long after I'd 
heard Carver was no longer selling 
the 44 with either gasoline-powered 
pods or gasoline-powered inboards 
(see "Bye-Bye Big Block," on page 60), 
a development that knocked the 
starch out of the data I'd collected 
on Lake Lanier. Luckily, Legendary 
Marine, a Carver dealer in Destin, 
Florida, was able to provide a 44 for 
a do-over on short notice, complete 
with a set of diesel powerplants: 370- 
hp Volvo Penta IPS500s. 

Of course, Legendary's boat was 
virtually identical to her gasoline- 
powered sistership in terms of lay- 
out and looks. And when I lifted 
the engine-room hatch — a heavy, 
actuator-assisted affair that doubles 
as the cockpit sole — I noted simi- 
larities in the engine room as well. 
For starters, the basic layout was 
reassuringly simple — IPS technol-

ogy after all, incorporates a host of complexities (steering gear, raw- 
water intake, exhaust components, etc.) into a single, unified, easy-to- 
deal-with whole. And then there was the roominess of the place — it 
made accessing filters, drive fills, and other maintenance points look 
easy. Only one problem presented itself: no protective, convenience- 
enhancing central walkway over the Deka marine batteries in the 
bilges between the inboard engine bearers.

When Legendary's Jeremy Holcomb and I actually headed for the 
briny, the surface of Choctawhatchee Bay was darn near flat, a sea 
state that mirrored the one I'd experienced in Georgia. Although our 
top speed of 27.3 mph was about 6 mph off the gasoline version's, a 
difference due primarily to a deficit of some 60 horsepower, speeds in 
the cruising range were way more fuel-efficient. Consider, for instance, 
the data points for the long-legged lope of 23 mph. At that velocity the 
44's diesels were burning 31 gph at 3000 
rpm while the gasoline version had con- 
sumed about 38 gph at 3500 rpm, almost 
20 percent more. Indeed, when I stopped 
to compare notes on the two vessels for 
a moment, I could find only two data 
sets where the diesel version lagged. One 
was running attitude, which tended to be 
higher by approximately one degree over 
all, presumably due to more machinery 
weight aft, and the other was sound lev- 
els at the helm, which were higher by a 
couple of decibels toward the top end of 
the rpm register. 

The driving experiences seemed equal. 
Visibility from the diesel 44's immense, 
hardtop-equipped flying bridge was 
tat superb all the way around and her tacti- 
cal diameter in hardover turns was two 
boat lengths, if that. Trim tabs were seri- 
ously helpful: With them fully deployed, 
we enjoyed a super-smooth 18-mph ride 
while burning just 23 gph at 2640 rpm, 
a setup that cut fuel consumption by 
roughly two gph when compared to a 
tabs-up, same-speed scenario), and full- 
chat handling felt as lithe as a sportboat's. 

But here's the kicker. The low-end 
torque I'd missed while docking the 44 
during the first wringout announced itself 
with authority during the second. In fact, 
in league with a trusty IPS joystick, it trans- 
formed our diesel-powered test boat into a 
veritable ballet dancer, capable of walking 
sideways with gusto, spinning rapidly in 
place, and pulling alongside Legendary's 
fuel dock with consummate ease. 

Both boats, as noted earlier, had virtu- 
ally the same two-stateroom-two-head 
interior, with a layout that does justice 
to Carver's avowed forte for maximizing 
space onboard. The staterooms consti- 
tute a perfect example. Not only was 
the forward master capacious, with a 
large six-foot-by-seven-foot inner-spring-

Today, 
buying a new boat with 
big-block power is a 
comparatively rarefied

big, off-the-shelf V8 




engine packages. Lack 
of availability's not the 
only reason boatbuild- 
ers like Carver Yachts, 
as well as engine 
manufacturers like 
Volvo Penta, are let- 
ting the big block (and 
big-block-energized 
pod propulsion) fade, 
however. Newer, lighter, 



cleaner, and more 
fuel-efficient gasoline 
engines are already 
on the scene. And 
others, with sophisti- 
cated technologies that 
reportedly come close 
to producing the torque 
and acceleration of yes- 
teryear's big iron, are 
on the way. 



equipped island berth and en suite head 
with shower stall, it gave off a comfort- 
ably residential vibe as well. And in the 
similarly roomy VIP, I measured the 
foyer's headroom at a lofty seven feet, 
the length of the twin berths there at 
six feet plus, and the width of the berths 
at slightly over two feet, with plenty of 
headroom above. 

The saloon/dinette/galley area was 
equally pleasing. Natural light poured 
in through two sealed side windows, 
port and starboard, as well as through 
the aluminium-frame glass slider at the 
entrance aft. Headroom was approxi- 
mately 6'5" and, happily enough, the 
sole shared a seamless, single-level floor- 
plan with the rest of the interior. Hatches 
in the sole (which were tough to pry up, 
unfortunately) revealed stowage spaces, 
crisply labeled electrics, and occasional 
white-gelcoated swathes of hull, a lami- 
nate made of Knytex substrates with a 
vinylester barrier coat. 

Test day ended in Destin with a tour 
of topside arrangements. As an average- 
size guy standing 5*11" and weighing 170 
pounds, I found 1 could walk normally 
and safely forward via the wide side 
decks, with lofty rails (28 inches high at 
the rear and 32 inches high at the bow) 
flanking the whole journey. And I discov- 
ered the anchor- and line-handling area 
forward was virtually flat, another safety 
feature. And finally, I noted the easygoing 
nature of the two broad stairways to the 
bridge, each rising gently upward, one to 
port, the other to starboard. 

My conclusion? The 44 Sojourn is 
a comfortable, spacious cruiser with a 
midrange LOA, economical cruise capa- 
bilities, and superior joystick maneuver- 
ability. Pod propulsion gets credit for the 
latter two virtues, of course. But then, so 
does of Rudolph Diesel, pmy
